FMB  trustees  approve  restructure  principles 


LITTLE  ROCK,  Ark.  (BP)  —  Foreign 
Mission  Board  (FMB)  trustees  and  admin¬ 
istrators  agreed  on  key  changes  to  guide  a 
massive  revitalization  of  the  agency’s  over¬ 
seas  operations  during  their  April  7-9 
meeting  in  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

Trustees  decided  to  divide  the  world 
into  14  regions  designed  "for  growth  and 
kingdom  impact,"  installing  v'visionary" 
leadership  in  each  region. 

The  board  hopes  to  begin 
implementing  the  new  structure 
by  July  1  ana  have  most  of  it  in 
place  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  restructure  will  coincide 
with  the  agency's  name  change  to 
International  Mission  Board  (1MB), 
scheduled  to  take  effect  during  the 
June  17-19  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC). 

One  of  the  restructure's  F 
components  calls  for  integrating 
Cooperative  Services  International 
(CSI)  work  into  all  14  regions  and, 

"as  appropriate,"  using  „  * 
approaches  to  unreached  people 
groups  in  each  region. 

CSI  is  the  FMB's  humanitarian 
arm,  which  has  worked  in  areas 
of  the  world  where  traditional 
missionary  methods  were  unwel¬ 
come.  Under  the  new  plan,  most 
regions  will  have  their  own  CSI- 
type  components. 

Citing  sensitive  personnel  and 
security  issues,  trustees  convened 
an  executive  session  for  one  hour 
April  8.

That  document  included  appendixes 
outlining  geographical  boundaries  of  the 
14  regions,  job  descriptions  for  regional 
leadership,  and  a  job  description  for  an 
associate  vice  president  for  strategy  coordi¬ 
nation  and  mobilization  who  will  guide  the 
CSI-type  components. 


Trustees  also  authorized  the  Overseas 
Restructure  Task  Force,  which  includes  a 
provision  for  the  current  10  area  directors 
who  oversee  work  in  nine  geographical 
areas  and  CSI  to  vacate  their  positions  dur¬ 
ing  the  transition  to  IMB. 

Each  will  be  considered  for  reassign¬ 
ment  to  any  of  the  new  positions,  but  to  be 
named  to  one,  each  must  be  nominated  by

LITTLE  ROCK,  Ark.  (BP)  — 
Foreign  Mission  Board  trustees 
approved  spending  $6.4  mil¬ 
lion  for  building  renovation 
and  improvement  to  the 
agency's  Richmond,  Va.,  facili¬ 
ties  during  their  April  7-9 
meeting  in  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

To  cover  the  cost,  they  will 
use  some  $2.25  million  from  a 
reserve  fund  and  the  rest  from 
the  board's  general  funds. 

The  board  uses  no  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering  funds 
for  stateside  operation,  so  none 
of  those  funds  will  be  used. 

The  renovation  will  squeeze 
more  usable  space  out  of  the 
building's  existing  square 
footage,  as  well  as  upgrade 
and  modernize  the  facilities.

Wendell  "Boots"  Blackwell, 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  to 
Brazil,  was  killed  in  an  auto¬ 
mobile  accident  late  Saturday 
night,  April  19. 

According  to  family  mem¬ 
bers  in  Mississippi,  he  was

The  accident  occurred  on 
the  same  road  where  Missis¬ 
sippi  missionary  Larry  Braswell 
was  injured  in  a  car  accident 
in  September  1996. 

Blackwell  is  survived  by  his 
wife  Sherry  and  five  children, 
ages  12  to  19.
